boat destroyers. 

This battleships will be of 1 1*1,500 tons 
an. I twenty feet longer than those of the 
Formidable class. Their indicated horse 
power will be is. mm, and their speed 
ISt.j knots. The armour of tin- new 
| battleships will be a belt eight to nine 
j incheS thick. A feature of the new ships 
will be six-inch guns, not mounted in 
i separate casements, but closed in a bat- 
tery with seven-inch armor, The ship's 
armament will consist of four forward 
lire, two 12-inch guns, two 0.2-ineh guns 
ami two li-inch guns. The aft lire will 
be of the same formidable character. 

It, is thought these ships will compare 
favorably with anything building by any 
Furopean power. 

Tin' new ships will he named King 
Edward, Dominion and Commonwealth, 
to commemorate the great support ren- 
dered to King and country by the two 
great branches of the kindred race. 

The cruisers will be of 11,800 tons and 
will have ti speed of IS knots. Their 
armament will be heavier than the Mon- 
mouth. It is believed that the cruisers 
which are about to be laid down, will 

1 |iinl to anything likely to be bought 

against them. 

The new torpedo boat destroyers will 
be of stronger construction. 

In regard to hospital ships, the secre- 
tary of the Admiralty said Great Britain 
now had in the Mediterranean through 
the generosity of an American citizen, 
Bernard Baker, president of the Atlan- 
tic Transport line, the well equipped 
M aim'. 

Ail these new ships will he fitted with 
wireless telegraphy its will all the other 
ships as they come in for repairs. 

"Efforts are being made to overcome 
the arrears in shipbuilding, and" the sec- 
retary added "the government is now- 
able to supply guns as they are needed." 

The secretary to the admiralty also 
said then? was an absolute determination 
upon the part of the admiralty to tinrt 
the best type of boiler, and the govern- 
ment was watching with interest a Ger- 
man experiment of combining cylindrical 
and water tube boilers in the same ship.

Lieut.-Governor Jctte and Premier 
Parent had :i conference today with 
Lord Minto on the subject of the cere- 
monial reception, and, an elaborate pro- 
gramme will be arranged for the two- 
day.s' stay of the Duke and Duchess hi 
the ancient capital. 

The royui party will arrive in Quebec 
at noon on September hi, and after a 
military reception upon landing from the 
Ophir, will be conducted to the parlia- 
ment buildings, when Mayor Parent will 
read ill? address of welcome. 

At -1 p.m. the Plains of Abraham will 
lie formally dedicated by the Duke to 
public uses, and Their Royal Highnesses 
will also lay the corner stone of the 
monument to be erected to the memory 
of Quebucers who fell in South Africa.

Vancouver, D. C., July 5.— Tho live?

Several canners stated tonight that in 
spite of reports to the contrary, Japs 
would go out on .Monday morning. Tele- 
phones have | I, received from nearly all 

the canneries to this effect. 

The Japs have all signed agreements 
to lish, and are therefore individually 
bound. One thousand live hundred and 
forty Japs boat licenses have been is- 
sued, so that it is expected that ;!,000 
Jups will face the patrol boats of tbu 
striking fishermen the lirst week. 

-Mr. Nislli Yanii, interpreter for the 
Japanese fishermen, informed the Colo- 
nist correspoirdont tonight that several 
Japanese boats went out yesterday and 
were overtaken by patrol boats of tile 
strikers and ordered in. The matter was 
reported, and a meeting of the Japanese 
Benevolent society to which all the fish- 
ermen belong, was held to consider the 
situation, and it was decided to meet 
again on Saturday morning and inform 
the cannery men whether or not the Japs 
will go out on Sunday night. If they 
accept the sliding scale offer, or the 
original offer they will of course expect 
to be protected in the lawful pursuit of 
their calling. 

The canners will received the ultima- 
tum of the Japanese !>y noon tomorrow. 

The steamer Selkirk brings the news 
of the "lirst gun tired'^'in tlie fishermen's 
ike on the Skeenn. About 300 Jap- 
anese went out to fish on Sunday, when 
they were surrounded by twice 
that number of Indians in canoes and 
driven ashore and corralled in one of 
the canneries, whore they were locked 
up. It is not known, however, the cause 
of the alleged hostile attitude o( the In- 
dians against tho Japs.

court on dune 1:2, in reference to a suit 
thai is of interest to dinners: 

In this action the plaintiff alleges that 
he had discovered anil was the solo, 
true and first inventor ot certain im- 
provements of soldering machines and 
particularly a machine for soldering oval 
cans, and no other person before such 
time made, used, exercised or vended the 
said improvement or invention; that he 
obtained a patent therefore mi Kith July, 
ISO", No. oil, (ITS: that the invention was 
novel, useful lllld valuable; that the de- 
fendant lias been manufacturing, using 
and selling the said improvement in 
soldering machines, and asks for an in- 
junction and damages. The particulars 
of the infringement are that the defend- 
ant has taken the substance and gist of 
the plaintiff's invention, and bis machine 
is a colorable imitation of the plaintiff's 
patent, the only difference being the 
substitution of mechanical equivalents 
for two parts of the plaintiffs combina- 
tion — one in the means for adjusting the 
centre of the ennholders and the other 
tor securing the proper angle in the 
solder bath. The defence is a general 
denial of the allegation's in tin- statement 
of claim, and that life plaintiff's inven- 
tion is not novel; that the plaintiff's pa- 
tent is void because the specifications do 
not sufttciently distinguish between mat- 
ters new and old; that they Were wil- 
fully misleading; that he was not the 
first inventor, mid that it was not. new at 
the date of the letters; that the Morris 
roller soldering machine was used in the 
Lighthouse cannery of the Fed.

I am of course 
bound by this judgment, but in that ac- 
tion the plaintiff's patent was not at- 
tacked on the ground of want of novelty, 
and as far as it appears in his petition 
for bis patent, he claims that he has in- 
dented new and useful improvements in 
soldering machines, not known or used 
by others before his invention thereof 
and not being in public use. The de- 
fendant's first invention was the appli- 
cation of rollers for Ihe purpose of sold- 
al cans.

COMPULSORY A KBIT RATION. 

Discussing compulsory arbitration as a 
remedy for labor troubles, the San Fran- 
cisco Argonaut makes the very obvious 
criticism that a court without power to 
en force it s decrees may as well not make 
decrees at all. It points out, a difficulty 
in tin' way of enforcing such decrees as 
might be made under a system of com- 
pulsory arbitration, namely, that to force 
men by line or imprisonment to work for 
others would be to introduce slavery. 
However true this nmy be, we submit 
that it docs not present a conclusive 
argument against compulsory arbitration. 

Before dealing with the principles in- 
■volved in the enforcement of the de- 
cries of courts, and an arbtnitiol irt 

is in no material sense different from 
ut hi r courts*, we may be permitted t.> 
ask a question: If it is slavery to say 
that, a man must work for another, is it 
any the loss slavery to say that he shall 
not work I'm- another? The latter condi- 
tion exists today, for the labor organi- 
zations undertake to say ihat men shall 
only work for certain people and at cer- 
tain wages. Do not let us make the mis- 
take in considering matters of such vital 
importance of allowing ourselves to be 
misled by phrases. Ami by all means 
let us endeavor to understand the facts 
of the case exactly as they exist. If a 
working man would be a slave by being 
compelled to work according to the de- 
cree of a court, what else is be when 
he subordinates his innate right to work 
for whom be pleases, as long as he pleas- 
es and for what pay ho -ileuses, t,, the 
dictates of an organiy-alioi? It may be 
raid in reply that the entrance into a 
labor organization is a voluntary matter; 
but it really is no!. A man is practi- 
cally compelled b unite with a union. 
We arc not saying that it is slavery to 
obey the orders of an organization, nor 
are we conceding iuat it would be slav- 
ery to comp«l a man to obey the order of 
a court. We are only showing the 
similarity between the two things. If 
it bo said that, the workingman has a 
voice in the control of his union, we ad- 
mit it; but so also has he a voice in 
the making of the laws under which 
COlirts are constituted, and wo venture 
to say that the control in the latter case 
is more effective than in the former. 

But before we get as far as the en- 
forcement of the decrees of a. court of 
arbitration, it is necessary to settle what 
those decrees should be. At lirst thought 
we would be disposed to say that a de- 
cree that an employer should continue to 
run his establishment, whether he was 
willing or not. and pay certain wages, 
or one that a man should -work for an

employer, whether be wished to or not, 
and bo paid certain wages, would be 
beyond the reasonable jurisdiction 
such a tribunal, but we say this with 
reserve, for it is possilde that we must 
learn to familiarize ourselves with some 
new principles of civil government. Our 
complex civilization may not quite ron- 
1 form itself to the simple ideas uik>ii 
I which the Common .Law has been built 
I ni>, although we arc strongly inclined to 
the view that the maxim, which says 
j that, we must so use our own rights a* 
I not to interfere with the rights of others, 
would extend far enough in its applica- 
tion to meet all the requirements of the 
new conditions which have arisen. Is it 
necessary to make compulsory arbitration 
useful that it should go as far as 1ms 
been above suggested'.' We are nut sure 
that it is. Indeed we are inclined to 
the opinion that it is not, that there 
is a very large measure of usefulness ly- 
ing this side of the interference by the 
strong arm of the law with the right 
of a man to employ whom be pleases 
or to select his own employer. We think 
that the educative effect of a system of 
compulsory arbitration would in a very 
| short time remove the necessity of re- 
sorting to coercion mi the points men- 
\ tioned. 

i But some may ask: What is the use 
I of making arbitration compulsory, if it 
! is not made compulsory to obey the de- 
I erees of the court? The question is a 
j fair one. Our answer to it is that the 
decrees might he simply declaratory. For 
i example, suppose it should be declared 
; that a certain rate of wage was proper 
j in a certain case, the employer would 
be bound to pay that wage and any 

! contract I le by persons to work for 

less should be Void and the full wage 
COIlld bo collected by the employee. Or 
suppose employees should be dissatisfied 
wit h the rate fixed bj the court, the law 
would step in and declare any attemiil 
; to interfere with men willing to work 
for the wage mi lixe.l should be a con- 
tempt of court, ur tin offence punishable 
in some other way. Having fixed the 
into of wages, the court would see that 
if tlie employer ran lb, establish- 
ment after such decree, he should pay 
the rule lixed. and should also protect 

the employer from any att pt on the 

purl of any person or organization to 
prevent him from securing workmen at 
such a wage. This would be very differ 
cut from saying to the employer that lie 
-lion!.! run his business even if lie did not 
want, to do so. and pay the rate of wages 
lixeil. or to the workman that be indivi- 
dually must work for the lixed wage.

at the sani" time in any way interfering 
with the liberty of the individual. There 
would be no •'slavery" about a decree 
of this kind, either for the employer 
or the employed. Justice would be done 
both, or i.s near an approach to justice 
as human institutions can arrive at, ami 

each individual would be free to exer- 
cise his personal liberty In acting in ac- 
cordance with the decree. If he did nut 
wish to do so, there would be no com- 
pulsion, but because he might be un- 
willing should lie no reason why lie 
should prevent others from doing so. In 
working this out doubtless difficulties 
would arise, but that would be equally 
true of any institution. It is true of our 
existing courts, which sometimes work 
injustice, tilt hough every effort is made 
to secure a contrary result.

THE SOUTHWEST. 

Over Two Hundred Million Acres of 
I Public Land Vet Available. 

From Ottawa Citizen. 
■ Speaking in the Northwest nssemblv 
; recently, Mr. Sifton, the representative 
I'tom Calgary, made the astounding 
situtcmen. that all the suitable hind in 
tin' Territories bad been disposed of. 
| The deputy minister of interior, Mr. 
■las. A. Smart, has made an announce- 
ment as to the land available for set- 
tlement, which constitutes an interest- 
ing rejoinder t„ Mr. Sifton'.s startling 
observation. .Mr. Smart say: 

"The total area id" Manitoba and the 
.Sorthwest Territories, including Ath- 
abasca, is about 384,000,000 acres of 
which about 71.(i(t(l,i)iio acres have been 
disposed of as homesteads and by trans- 
fcr to colonizing societies and the rail- 
way companies, leaving a balance of 
about 311.000,000 acres. After deduct- 
ing 50,000,000 acres of land, which may 
be covered with water, or otherwise un- 
suited for agriculture, there would still 
remain 200,000.000 ncres. Last year 
was possibly the largest year with re- 
gard the sah'S of land, and less than 1',- 
000.000 acres were disposed of. If the 
settlement c-ntinues at this rate, it will 
he seen that one hundred years from 
now will not see the Northwest: country 
settled and the lands being developed to 
their fullest capacity, and even ut: the 
same rate of increase the population 
would not exceed 5,000,000 of people at 
that time. It will, therefore, be seen
